“It’s much easier to get a job 
when you’ve already got one, 
as compared to being unem¬ 
ployed,’’ she added. 

The job placements will stay 
in effect until other work is 
found, or until Jan. 31, 1985, 
when the funding for the prog¬ 
ram is scheduled to end. 

The two-week orientation 
emphasized growth in areas of 
positive motivation, effective 
communication, resume writ¬ 
ing and communication skills. 

“We intend to do everything 
we can to help you,’’ Lucas told 
the crowd, “and remember, it 
is you people who are the nuc¬ 
leus of this program. If you 
take it seriously, if you make it 
a success, then you will be held 
up as an example to show that 
this type of thing can work and 
work well. ” 

Lucas added that “the entire 
community will benefit from 
the skills and talents which are 
being contributed through this 
program.’’

Wayne County Executive Wil¬ 
liam Lucas was in town recent¬ 
ly to congratulate 30 self- 
motivated graduates enrolled 
in Wayne County’s Project Self- 
Reliance. The ceremony took 
place at Beverly School in 
Romulus. 

Project Self-Reliance is, 
according to spokeswoman Pat 
Urban, a state-funded program 
aimed at reducing the welfare 
rolls by placing General Assist¬ 
ance jand ADC recipients into 
non-subsidized jobs. 

“It’s to help people find 
meaningful employment,” she 


that it’s just laziness,’’ said 
Doug Ross, the director of the 
state-wide program, “but we’re 
proving those skeptics wrong. 
During the few weeks applica¬ 
tions were being accepted for 
the 7,000 openings, we received 
more than 20,000 of them.’’ 

Those in the program re¬ 
ceived no payment for their 
two-week orientation period, 
and are now being paid mini¬ 
mum wage, $3.35 and hour dur¬ 
ing their job placements. 
They’ll stay in these jobs, 
learning and training as they 
go along, until hopefully. 


Council OK’s four-year 
term amendment wording 


The Romulus City Council 
has approved the wording on a 
proposed amendment to the 
city charter which will allow 
;for four-year terms for the 
mayor, clerk and treasurer. 

Council members will have 
.“staggered terms, meaning 
:that in the next election, to be 
held in 1985, the top four voter- 
getters will serve four-year 
;terms, with the remaining 
three having two-year terms. 
In subsequent elections, all 
.council electees will serve four- 
:year terms. The purpose of the 
staggered term is to “keep 
some continuity in the adminis¬ 
tration at all times,’’ according 
to Councilman Jimmie Rasp¬ 
berry. 

There could be no possibility 
of an entire administration and 
council coming in new, with no 
one experienced held over. 

“The council has approved it, 
but there’s still a ways to go 


with it before it can be put on 
the November ballot,’’ said 
Mayor Beverly McAnally. 
“First, it has to be approved by 
the Attorney General, then the 
Governor, and then the Wayne 
County election bureau.” 

McAnally added that the 
proposal has been “in Lansing 
for two weeks now.” Council 
members have stated that they 
feel there will be no trouble 
along the way, and that the 
proposed amendment will be 
put to the Romulus voters 
come November. 

Council members Raspberry 
and Barry Bauman, as well as 
McAnally, said that they 
have been asked about the pos¬ 
sibility of four-year terms, in¬ 
dicating that the constituents 
are in favor of such action. 

Similar proposals have been 
voted down in the past in 
Romulus, but Bauman said 
that “We’ve grown up, ma¬ 


tured as a city and I think the 
people know that.” 

Other proposed amendments 
to the charter that are likely to 
be on the ballot concern raising 
payment to members of boards 
and commissions from $50 to 
”... to a discretionary amount 
to be set and approved by 
Council,’’ one which would 
change the day primary elec¬ 
tions are currently held on 
(Tuesday) to Mondays, as are 
other eletions. 

“Some people get so used to 
voting on Mondays that the 
Tuesday primary slips their 
mind,” McAnally stated. 

Another proposed amend- 
men, which voters will cast 
their ballots for come Novem¬ 
ber, will enable the administra¬ 
tion to make purchases up to 
$2,500 without going out for 
competitive bids. The current 
amount allows for $750 to be 
spent before going for bids.

Block farm makes history 


The Fred Block family re 
cently received notice that 
they were named as a Centen¬ 
nial Farm by the Michigan 
History Division of the De¬ 
partment of State. 

A Centennial Farm is a 
Michigan farm which has 
been owned and operated by 
the same family for more 
than 100 years. Through this 
program the Michigan His¬ 
tory Division emphasizes the 
. s 


economic, cultural and social 
advancement of Michigan. 

The Block Farm was purch¬ 
ased by Caroline and August 
Block on Feb. 10, 1883. Family 
history shows that the house 
was on the property at the 
time. Their son John Block 
married Augusta Muck. They 
reared a family of six chil¬ 
dren — Fred, Charles, Albert, 
Jesse, John and Ernie. John 
and his wife, Augusta, were 
the second generation to oper- 


Fred Block married Mina 
Eberlien on June 12, 1920. 
Mina was born and raised in 
Taylor with nine brothers and 
sisters. Soon after their mar¬ 
riage they began to operate 
the farm. 

They moved the old Texas 
School to the corner of Mid- 
dlebelt and Eureka and began 
using it as a general store, 
soda fountain and gas station. 
The late Fred Block raised 
milk cows, chickens and 
vegetables. He farmed 40 
acres of land and took his pro¬ 
duce to market. The area was 
known as Block’s Corner. 

Fred and Mina Block had 
three children — Earl, Fred 
Junior and Joyce. Earl, Joyce 
and her husband operated the 
general store, then called Cox 
General Store, for about 10 
years. In 1961 Joyce and her 
husband, William Stears, built 
Stears Hardware. This is still 
operated by their family 
today. 

Earl Block operated Earl’s 
Market near the same corner 
for a good many years. He 
died in 1979. 

Junior Block and his wife, 
Lorraine, have operated 
Block’s Implement for more 


than 31 years. He has served 
on the Romulus City Council 
since Romulus became a city 
in 1970. 

Earl and Janet have three 
children — Margorie, Thomas 


and Robert Junior and Lor¬ 
raine reared five children — 
Robin, Cynthia, Brian, Suzanne 
and Stuart. Joyce and William 
had four children — Kathleen, 
Sally, Peggy and Bill Junior. 


Mina Block recently re¬ 
ceived the Centennial Farm 
Sign, which was donated by 
the Detroit Edison Company.

County bumps 
BFI from its 
waste plan 


A solid waste management 
plan for Wayne County was 
approved recently by county 
commissioners and will be for¬ 
warded on to 43 local communi¬ 
ties for consideration within the 
week, according to Commis¬ 
sioner Kay Beard. 

Although the original plan in¬ 
cluded the Browning-Ferris In¬ 
dustries’ (BFI) subsidiary, 
Lyon Development, the com¬ 
mission, lead by Commissioner 
Milton Mack, objected to the 
inclusion of the landfill and re¬ 
turned the plan to the Solid 
Waste Management Committee 
for its consideration. The com¬ 
mittee concurred, and the com¬ 
missioners supported the plan 
at its full session 8-1, with Com¬ 
missioner Stanley Rozycki 
casting the only dissenting 
vote. The BFI site was to have 
been located in Huron 
Township near the Romulus 
border and the airport. 

The management plan, three 
years in the developing, oper¬ 
ated under Act 641 and is con¬ 
cerned only with Type I (rub¬ 
bish produced by residents) 
and Type II. (inert material 
such as concrete chunks etc.) 
waste. The plan includes the 
City Sand Co, with a landfill in 
Sumpter Township; Waste 
Management Co. with its land¬ 
fill located in Canton Township 
(Woodland Meadows); and 
Wayne Disposal near the Wil¬ 
low Run Airport. BFI, although 
having its Lyon Landfill re¬ 
jected, is included as a hauler 
of waste for several individual 
communities and operates a 
transfer station near Bedford. 

County solid waste material 
accumulates at a rate that 
would fill Tiger Stadium every 
two weeks and estimates indi¬ 


cate that the county has less 
than eight years of landfill 
capacity remaining. 

Wayne County commission¬ 
ers are urging local communi¬ 
ties to give prompt considera¬ 
tion to the plan. Once 29 of the 
county’s 43 cities and townships 
approve the plan, the proposal 
will be sent to Michigan De¬ 
partment of Natural Resources 
(MDNR). Director Dr. Ronald 
Skoogs, who has six months to 
either approve or deny it. 

Once approved the plan will 
dictate management of the 
county’s waste and disposal for 
the next 20 years. 

Landfill development com¬ 
panies not included will be de¬ 
nied operating permits 
although construction permits 
might have been issued earlier 
by MDNR, according to a 
spokesman for the County’s 
Planning Commission, one of 
two agencies designated by the 
County Commission to prepare 
the Solid Waste Management 
Plan. The County Health De¬ 
partment is the second agency 
involved. 

James Collier, attorney for 
BFI, has threatened to file suit 
in Circuit Court in an effort to 
force the plan to include its 
Lyon site, a site that has been 
the center of controversy 
among downriver residents 
represented by Mack. Mack at 
a previous meeting asserted 
that unless the site was re¬ 
moved from the proposed plan 
at least 15 communities would 
reject the plan. Any such rejec¬ 
tion would mean its takeover 
by the MDNR, an action that 
would virtually eliminate any 
input by local units of govern¬ 
ment, the commission was told.

accordance with the provisions of this Charter, and said added Coun¬ 
cilmembers shall be compensated the same as the other councilmem¬ 
bers provided for in this Charter. 

and SECTION 6.1 THE COUNCIL: COMPOSITION AND TERM OF 
OFFICE 

The legislative body of the City shall be the City Council, which shall 
consist of seven (7) members, elected at large, provided, that the 
members of the Council may be increased to nine (9) members in 
accordance with the provisions in Section 4.1 of Chapter VI of this 
Charter.

In recent weeks we here at The Romulus Ro¬ 
man, a branch of Associated Newspapers, have 
been deluged with calls and letters, both negative 
and positive, regarding the way the newspaper 
has covered the city of Romulus lately. 


We think that’s great. Yes, even negative re¬ 
sponses are favorable, because that way we know 
we’re getting your attention, getting you to think 
and possibly act on activities in the community. 

There have been, however, certain calls to the 
tiewspaper that are discouraging. Even more dis¬ 
couraging is the fact that we first heard it from 
Mayor Beverly McAnally, commenting on our 
coverage of the feud that erupted between certain 
members of the police department and the admi¬ 
nistration when McAnally appointed John Lewis 
to the position of Romulus Police Inspector. 

She said that articles of that type should not be 
published in the paper, because it is embarras¬ 
sing to the community and to her personally. 
“Airing dirty laundry,” it was called. 

A few residents of the city phoned our offices 
the following week, echoing the mayor’s remarks. 


“What will people think of us, of Romulus, when 
they look at our paper and see that the mayor 
doesn’t get along with the police chief?” one 
woman remarked, adding “it makes us look bad.” 

In essence, these callers said that we should not 
report the news unless it shows the city in a good 
light. 

These people would have a newspaper full of no¬ 
thing, but press releases, showing only one side — 
the bright side — which is not always the realistic

The citizens of Michigan 
have a major opportunity as 
they have become the focal 
point in the effort to balance 
the federal budget. Congress 
has not acted, and will not un¬ 
less forced to by the people. 
Therefore, I have sponsored 
the introduction of Senate J[oint 
Resolution E (SJR E) in the 
Michigan legislature. 

A call for a constitutional 
amendment to require a ba¬ 
lanced budget has passed 32 
state legislatures, and SJR E is 
an attempt to make Michigan 
the 33rd state to issue a call. 
Article V of the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion says that if two thirds of 
the states (34) petition Con¬ 
gress, it must call for a consti¬ 
tutional convention to pass a 
balanced budget amendement 
to be approved by three fourths 
of the states (38); or Congress 
may choose to pass its own 
amendment for approval of 38 
states and avoid a convention. 

Why is Michigan crucial? 
California voters will vote in 
November on a proposal in¬ 
structing its legislature to pass 
the proposal. The Michigan 
Senate has already passed the 
resolution in April, 1984. There¬ 
fore it all depends on the Michi¬ 
gan House of Representatives; 
where your representatives’ 
stands on SJR E is crucial to the 
nation. 

Why is a balanced budget 
crucial? The whole debt struc¬ 
ture hangs like a sword of 
Damocles over our economy. It 
causes high interest rates, 
which threaten to squeeze jobs, 
spending power, our economic 
recovery, and the debt 
threatens the banking structure 
with potential panic or collapse 
simply from its sheer size. 
Some projections show an 
annual deficit by the year 2000 
in the trillions of dollars! 
Already today almost all of 
each year’s deficits simply pay 
the interest of the debts of the 
past! 

Thomas Jefferson once said, 
“I place economy among the 
first and most important vir¬ 
tues and public debt as the 
greatest of dangers. To pre-

Alpha and Omega 


Ironic, in away, that Labor Day is im¬ 
mediately followed by the opening of school. 
Why ironic? Because Labor Day, at least in 
my mind, signifies a day of recognition for 
the industrial work force, and a gesture of 
symbolic gratitude to our “laborers.” 

Industrial labor membership tends to be 
unionized, heavy in manual labor, democra¬ 
tic in politics and of medium income and 
education . Now some may very well call that 
stereotyping. Be that as it may, this 
stereotype is the mind set of many when the 
industrial labor label is applied to a group. 
Reuther, Meany , Hoffa, Beiber and many 
other noted labor leaders never seemed to 
mind this characterization of their consti¬ 
tuency. 

Schools reconvening brings to mind stu¬ 
dents in their quest for knowledge. Today, 
many jobs seem to be closed to those who 
have not earned at least a bachelor’s degree. 
Other positions have an entry level requiring 
a master’s degree, and in a select number of 
positions, you are not considered a serious 
candidate until you have your doctorate in 
hand. 

Okay, so where is the irony you ask. 

Consider the world we live in today and 
that we accept the realities of industrial 
labor and its importance in the functioning 
of our economy, let alone the livelihoods 
such employment provides for industrial 
families. 

The realities I speak of are the factory 
labor jobs which have historically been re¬ 
petitive, and in turn, boring and monoto¬ 
nous. Education is the ticket, on the other 
hand, to more mind-challenging occupations 
and careers that tend to be more stimulat¬ 
ing, varied in nature and more lucrative. 

I can blow some big holes in this line of 
thinking. 

For instance, not all labor is industrial in 
nature, unionized, democratic politically, 
boring or of medium income or education. 
Schools as an example involve teachers as 
well as students. Teaching is labor, is usual¬ 
ly unionized, is sometimes boring, and so on. 

But, accept for the moment please, the 
classic representation of Labor Day as the 
opening of school. 


From my days at the Free Press, I can tell 
you that “blue collar” factory workers are, 
and have been shrinking in number and 
“white collar” service jobs are and have 
been increasing. This has been of particular 
note in our industry because of the lifestyles 
of these two groups and the trend toward 
favoring morning as opposed to evening cir¬ 
culation newspapers. 

The popular bestseller “Megatrends” 
speaks of the shift in our society to service 
function jobs and away from manufacturing 
skills. Small business, it would seem, is the 
job growth provider of the future and is cen¬ 
tered in service type occupations. 

Still don’t get it? (The irony, that is). 

Well, its like Alpha and Omega — the be¬ 
ginning and end, or perhaps our past and our 
future. Youth today does not and should not 
aspire to obtain dull, routine manual labor 
job. That statement is not to demean in any 
way those who feed their families with hon¬ 
est toil and the sweat of their brow. But how 
many of those on the assembly line at Ford 
Motor Co., as an example, want their chil¬ 
dren to seek just such an existance. Not 
many. I’d wager. 

Further, high tech is rapidly changing in¬ 
dustrial work to a field that requires greater 
levels of education and training necessary to 
design, manage and operate the newly auto¬ 
mated tools of production. 

It’s fitting that we pay homage to the con¬ 
tribution ’labor” has made in making Amer¬ 
ica the economic giant it is today, in spite of 
our economic problems of the past few 
years. 

It’s fitting, as well, that we should focus on 
the promise education of our youth must 
play in our “tomorrow.” 

Many of tomorrow’s jobs will be in the 
areas in which facilities such as the Ford 
VoTech training center are geared to train 
our youth. 

But, in any event, tomorrow’s America 
will be a vastly different country in texture, 
complexity and composition. There will be

Why would anyone enjoy working for 50 cents 
an hour? Or persist in the belief that Labor Day 
must be a day of labor? 

Why? Commitment. Floyd Carter is committed 
to excellence. Whether at home, in the classroom 
or on the gridiron, he will not fail for lack of 
effort. 

Carter represents all that is good in the 
teaching profession. School millages are approved 
because of instructors like Carter. Students reap 
the educational rewards whenever their teachers 
know how to go beyond the call of duty. Yes, dedi¬ 
cated teachers can mold character. 

As school opens this week we hear and read a- 


bout contract negotiations between school boards 
and teacher unions. We’ll once again listen to the 
argument that teachers are over-paid and under¬ 
worked. In many cases such feelings are justi¬ 
fied; some instructors will never be accused of 
being workaholics. 

Yet it must be noted that many teachers are 
aware of the responsibility placed in their hands 
and act accordingly. They don’t quit working be¬ 
cause the school day is over and their minimal 
obligation has been met. Education must not be 
confined to a classroom, it represents a way of 
life for the true professionals. 

Floyd Carter is a teacher and football coach at 
Wayne Memorial High School, his alma mater. 
For $2,500 a year he will prepare a squad of 30 
young men to compete on the football field begin¬ 
ning Friday night. 

Since mid-August he has run a typical Wayne 
camp; daily staff meeting at 7:30 a.m.; meeting 
with players, 8:30; practice with pads, 9 to 11; 


another meeting at 11; lunch; practice without 
pads, 1:30 to 2:30; break until more practice from 
3:30 to 5:30, and staff meetings from 5:30 until 
7:30. Fortunately Carter has the support of an 
understanding wife, Nancy, who is expecting their 
third child in March. 

Labor Day is not a time of rest if one intends to 
be a bonafide Wayne Zebra in the season opener. 

“I’ve had one Labor Day off in 13 years,’’ said 
Carter last week after his squad participated in 
an evening scrimmage in Northville. “It’s all a 
matter of sacrifice and having everybody working 
together. My policy is that anyone who misses 
practice for any reason on Labor Day will not 
play in the opener. A few years ago two starters 
didn’t show up and they didn’t play ... I haven’t 
been tested since. 

“We never want to lose a game because the 
other team is in better shape,’’ Carter explained. 
“By getting a jump on them we can win a couple 
games early in the season.’’ 


Of course. Carter isn’t getting rich by taking 
such a no-nonsense approach. His wages from 
football amount to pocket change in relation to 
the hours of preparation and actual games. But 
hundreds of Wayne Memorial grads will tell you 
that the time spent under Carter’s direction dur¬ 
ing the past 13 years has been time well spent. 

As the 1984-85 school year gets underway, let’s 
not forget the Floyd Carters of the teaching pro¬ 
fession. The band instructors who force students 
to practice, practice, practice. The history and 
English instructors who try to make the mundane 
interesting. The counselors whose influence can 
make or break a youngster. The veteran teachers 
who aren’t afraid to change when change is war¬ 
ranted. 

As one teacher put it, the scouting report on 
Carter would read: “a genuine nice guy and one 
of the busiest teachers in the area.’’

Yes to youth 

Detroit Edison puts teen workers on the job 


Summer youth employment 
has always been a problem. 
There never seem to be enough 
jobs to go around for all the 
young people out of school for 
the summer. The situation 
seems to be compounded if the 
youngster’s family is in the 
low-income bracket. 

Detroit Edison’s “Say Yes To 
Youth” program has taken 
steps to help ease the summer 
youth employment problem. 
The utility hired 151 young peo¬ 
ple from throughout its South¬ 
eastern Michigan service area 
to perform essential utility 
jobs. In Detroit Edison’s 
Wayne/Monroe Division, 17 
young people have been hired 
the third year of the utility’s 
summer employment program. 

To be eligible, the young men 
and women must have met low- 
income guidelines established 
by the Michigan Employment 
Security Commission. The com¬ 
pany is paying the young work¬ 
ers the minimum wage of $3.35 
an hour to perform such duties 
as clerical tasks, painting 
transformers, testing wooden 
poles and assisting in drafting 
for planning purposes. None of 
the assignments are ‘‘make 
work’’ jobs, however, most of 
the tasks are seasonal. 

The intent of the “Say Yes To 
Youth’’ program, according to 
Detroit Edison, is not only to 
give first-hand job experience, 
which would otherwise be un¬ 
available to the young people, 
but also to help them prepare 
for future careers by teaching 
them about job responsibilities. 

The program also benefits 
communities served by Detroit 
Edison. For example, some of 
these young people are 
doing work which might other¬ 
wise have been postponed due

It appears that quick action 
on the part of the Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Board of Commissioners and 
its Public Works Committee 
has saved some $28 million in 
federal funding for the North 
Huron/Rouge Valley sewer 
system. 

Emergency meetings by both 
the board and committee recent¬ 
ly were convened to authorize 
the agreement before an Aug. 17 
deadline for the 75 percent feder¬ 
al funding for the $138 million 
project. 

The deadline was jeopardized 
as the result of a requirement 
that the agreement be 
approved by the participating 
communities individually. 

Also delaying the county 
approval was a lawsuit by Can¬ 
ton and Plymouth Townships, 
which sued to reinstate the ori¬ 
ginal wastewater plan, com¬ 
monly called “Supersewer,” 
which included eight additional 
southern Wayne County com¬ 
munities. 

Had the agreement not been 
approved by the Board of Com¬ 
missioners by the Aug. 17 dead¬ 
line, the federal funding would 
have dropped from 75 to 55 per¬ 


cent and local contributions 
would have increased from 25 
to 45 percent. 

The commissioners’ approval 
apparently not only saved local 
communities like Wayne, West- 
land, Canton, Inkster, Romulus 
and Van Buren Township a 
sizeable chunk of money, but 
possibly the project itself, 
which could have been halted 
as the result of the increase in 
local contributions.
